The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1 -32 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or fairly suggest a 
thermally stabilized device having a thermal linking agent for providing a low thermal 
resistance path between an input signal resistor/ resistors of at least a signal port and 
an input power resistor/resistors of at least a power port, wherein the input power signal 
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provided to the input power resistor operates to prevent unacceptable changes in 
resistance in each of input power and input signal resistors and to maintain operational 
temperatures of each resistor to be substantially constant so that the total constant 
power dissipated within the device is maintained.
